DeFosse on ballot

In a last minute switch, 13 th congressional 
district* Democrats, voted to slate Antioch 
Democrat J)an DeFosse- to oppose Philip 
Crane for Congress in the new 12th district in 
November. 

DeFosse, who had been waging a 
frustrating battle to get on .the ballot to op- 
pose the incumbent congressman, an- 
nounced recently that he would forgo that 
challenge and instead oppose State Sen. 
Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) for that senate 
seat in November. > ■ -, , . - 

But a last minute change found DeFosse 
the frontrunher and eventual victor in the 
mini-convention held May 12 at Grove Ave. 
School, Barrington, to slate a congressional 
candidate. 

.."I'm ecstatic,''- said DeFosse. — *-' We've 
brought a part of the American dream back 
to life. We've shown that an average citizen 
can take on trie politieal'system a nd win." 



DeFosse said that thev district convention, - 
more than the primary election, "proved 
that there is a new acceptance for the normal 
person among politicians." 

The last unknown to rise to party 
prominance was Jim . Cummings of 
Barrington who in 1976 defeated Antioch at- 
torney Jim Lumber in the beinocratic 
primary before getting clejahed up by in- 
cumbent Congressman Robert McClory (R- 
Lake Bluff). 

DeFosse said he did noLbelieve his cam- 
paign lost credibility when he went from 
being.a congressional candidate to a state 
senate candidate and then back to being a 
congressional candidate. 

A We picked up credibility along the way 
and the fact that I was selected as 
(Democratic Party) regional six chairman 
and Antioch Township chairman as well as 
the offer to run for the senate, shows that I've 
gained credibility," said DeFosse. r 

It took only two ballots for the Democrats 



to select DeFosse as their candidate. In the 
first round Maureen Quanta of McHenry,. 
who .was to have been DeFosse's 
replacement for the congressional slot had 
he run for senate, was nominated by Monty 
Yates; McHenry County Democratic chair- 
man..' Cook County, township officials 
nominated four separate candidates, and 
take County Chairmafn v Jay" Ukena 
nominated DeFosse. "*" 

The first round of balloting is traditionally 
a favorite son affair, with none of the can- 
didates gaining the number of votes 
necessary for the nomination. Such was. the 
case May 12. '.' 
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After a short five-minute "caucus,_the 
second round of balloting began with 
Barrington Township casting its votes for 
DeFosse, Each group fell in line and in the 
end, DeFosse had won ■'■■■ unanimous 
nomjnation from the three-county district

Antioch. Township Assessor and Lake 
County Board Member Bud Holtz said that 
he has written up his resignation from the 
county board but hasn't turned it in yet. 

He said that there are a few things he 
wants to clear up concerning his county 
board position, since he is chairman of the 
county board's taxation and electron com- 
mittee. 

Holt said that if he had intended to run for 
his county position again in November he 
would fight the recently passed legislation 
that makes it illegal to hold the .position of 
township assessor and be a member of the 
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county board of counties with populations ex- , 
ceeding 300,000. 

But as it is, "although many people are 
telling me to make them kick me out, I'm not 
going to spend $10,000 in court when my term 
is over in November anyway," said Holtz. 

He added. "t'm not being a cry baby and 
I'm not against this thing just because of 
myself, it's the /precident that this 
establishes I'm opposed to." ■ 

Holtz reiterated his strong feeling that not 
only assessors but other township officials, 
besides the supervisors, should have the 
right to hold seats on the county board.

Gunty has been in business on the same 
corner, Rte. 83 and North Ave., in Antioch, 
foPMnany years. His Happy Gas service 
station closed two years ago because of the 
difference in the Wisconsin and Illinois tax 
structure, but his delipatessen and Caboose 
snack bar are still doing well. 

"The town of Antioch and this corner have 
been good to me," says- Gunty, who is a 
resident of Bristol. 

Now-he-is-into-a-new-^enture-and-when-it— 
didn't quite pan-out the way it was supposed 
to, he used good old American know how and 
elbow grease and _ so far it seems to be 
working. 

In January, 1981, Gunty started working on 
plans for a_ car wash to^repjace his Happy 
Gas business, p 

He came up with^architecturaf plans that = 
included three closed bays and one outdoor 
bay, one inside bay to be an automatic car- 
wash and the other three for those who prefer 
to do it themselves. i^ 

When Gunty took out the building permit, it 
was the first commercial building permit to 
be issued in Antioch in two years^
